Breastbones Rattle 


Let us lift our martinis on high 
and sigh so deeply that breast- 
bones rattle because, alas, in Jan- 
uary, 1905, the Czar left Petro- 
grad, and the army and the pal- 
ace guard politicians took over. 
When the peaceful demonstrators 
came, 200,000 of them, carrying 
icons and singing “‘God Save the 
Czar,”” they brought also a peti- 
tion asking for an eight-hour day 
and a minimum wage.

However, he associated himself 
“fully” with the position taken by 
President John F. Kennedy in 
his talk with Gromyko last Fri- 
day. 


DELIVERS MESSAGE 


Gromyko, during the talk, de- 
livered orally a message from 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev to 
the British prime minister. This 
was described officially as ‘‘po- 
lite and friendly"’ but as ‘‘adding 
little to a solution of our prob- 
lems.”

WASHINGTON—The United States formally recognized Tuesday 


Syria’s withdrawal from the United Arab Republic and offered to 
astablish diplomatic relations with her new government. 


The expected move came 12 
days after a military coup had 
broken Syria’s 3-year-old union 
with Egypt and eight days after 
the new civilian government in 
Damascus requested recognition. 


Washington had believed for a 
week that Syrian officials, headed 
by Premier Mahmoun Al-Kuzbari, 
were in full control of their ter- 
ritory and that they therefore 


merited recognition. The State 
department waited until Tuesday, 
however, to let some Arab na-

Army Kitchens on Way Out 


By BARBARA MILZ.

It's doomed to extinction, Dr. 
Dale Sieling, scientific director 
of the Army Quartermaster Re- 
search and Engineering Com- 
mand in Natick, Mass., said here 
Tuesday,

BOOTS IMPROVED 


For one thing, he won't gripe 
about the soles falling off his 
combat boots, Dr. Sieling said. 


* “Our. new combat boots are 
Feally something,” the former 
professor of chemistry at the 
University of Massachusetts, said. 
‘They have full rubber soles and 
heels vulcanized permanently to 
the shoe tops. Not only do they 
outlast normal boots, but the tops 
of the boots probably will wear 
out before the soles and heels 
do,”’ he said. 


He said the new “very com- 
fortable"’ boots also will be ap- 
preciated by the noncombatant 
taxpayer. ‘In the long run, they 
will probably cost about 40 per 
cent less than the present combat 
boots—and the Army won't have 
to worry about upkeep and re- 
pair.” 


COME IN 27 SIZES 


The new boots will also cut 
down shoe overhead as far as the 
Quartermaster is concerned. In- 
stead of the approximately 160 
shoe sizes now normally stocked, 
the new boot will come in about 
27 different sizes. Dr. Sieling em- 
phasized, however, ‘‘They’ll fit 
everyone but the man with the 
real problem feet, you know, the 
guy who wears a 14 EEE.” 


The soldier’s aching GI feet 
taken care of, the Army research 
teams of the Quartermaster 
Corps also are taking care of 


the stomach he traditionally 
travels on. 
Dr. Sieling said, ‘‘We need 


more than just nutritious and 
wholesome food, we need food the 
soldiers will accept. In short, it 
has to taste good.” 


SERVED AS DEAN 


The research expert who also 
previously served as dean of ag- 
riculture for the University of 
Massachusetts, said, “Right now, 
we've developed dehydrated cab- 
bage you can make into slaw by 
adding water. You can’t tell it 
from freshly grown cabbage if 
you add an enzyme—sort of a 
taste-energizer—we'’re now work- 
ing on.” 


Dr. Sieling said cabbage, by 
the way, is more important than 
just an adjunct to corned beef. 
‘For some reason or other, we 
feel it's an important food in 
protection against radiation sick- 
ness. There are other similar 
foods we're working on—wouldn’t 
it be nice to have a native par- 
tial protection from _ radiation 
sickness just from eating the 
right foods?” 


“We're working on two types of 
food processing using ionization,” 
he explained. ‘“‘Understand, once 
you treat unprocessed food by 
heat or cold, you preserve it. Now 
we're working on preserving food 
using gamma rays from cobalt 60 
or electrons from an electron 
accelerator.” 


Food processing of this sort 
would make the food instantly 
edible—no cooking, no adding wa- 
ter. All the soldier would have 
to do is open a plastic package 
and eat: steak, boneless pork 
chops or even a tasty chicken a 
la king. 


This and vacuum frozen foods 
will make the Army field kitchen, 
and the field cooks and KP’s, a 
thing of the past. 


Instead of the expensive, bulky 
and inconvenient field kitchens, 
groups of men will have food 
packs containing disposable cook- 
ing utensils, the heating equip- 
ment, the water, and the food 
all ready to be whipped up into 
dinner on minutes’ notice.

United West Europe 
Moves Toward Reality 


Britain yesterday launched her formal 
bid for entry into the European Economic 
Community, or Common Market, with 
Belgium, France, Italy, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands and West Germany. If the 
effort succeeds, other nations of West- 
ern Europe are bound to follow suit in 
a historic breakthrough for European 
unity. 

Such a grouping of economic strength, 
which eventually could lead to greater 
political unity, would rival that of the 
United States and the Soviet Union. In 
fact, this economic bloc and a fully inte- 
grated Europe could become one of the 
most powerful trade and political group- 
ings the world has known. 

There are, of course, many obstacles 
to be overcome. Britain must overcome 
strong opposition within the Common- 
wealth. The United States, which long 
has supported European unity and still 
does, must worry about restrictions 
upon its own European markets. 

The most optimistic, including many 
in this country, see this as a beginning of

Ribicoff’s Ire Aroused 
By ‘Insular Educators’ 


Addressing the American Council on 
Education the other day, Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare Abraham 
Ribicoff did an unheard-of thing. Talking 
to almost 1,000 presidents and deans of 
the nation’s universities, the secretary 
loosed a bristling attack in which he 


charged them with failure to support 
American education beyond the narrow 
interests of their own institutions. 


He declared that when the proposals 
for federal aid to education needed sup- 
port against strong opposition, “‘education 
was done in” because nobody wanted 
to cooperate on a broad front. 


“Where were you educators?’ Ribi- 
coff asked. Answering his own question, 
he charged that “each of you was in his 
own compartment, looking for support for 
his own program and interests.” 


With that behind him, Mr. Ribicoff 
said bluntly: “I don’t think you really 
care about education: And I don’t think 
you are going to solve the problems of 
education by going to meetings.” 


Perhaps these strong words needed to 
be said. If educators are not going to 
fight. for education outside their own 
provincial circle, then who is? He at least 
left them something to think about in 
daring to criticize their provincialism.

He’s GI Court 
Of Last Resort 


WASHINGTON—It went mostly unnoticed, 
but on the same day that Sen. Strom Thurmond 
was getting his probe of the Defense depart- 


ment, a letter to Rep. Carl Vinson of Georgia oibiai te another 
probe of the department was made public. The letter had been writ- 


ten by Rep. Frank Kowalski (D-Conn), 


Army officer serving in Congress. 
Rep. Kowalski is not, as Thur- 
mond is, concerned about ‘“‘gag- 
ging the military.”’ (His concern is 
that the military 1s not being 
gagged enough.) “I’m from the 
Old Army,” he says. “‘I remember 
when Army officers weren’t even 
allowed to vote and didn’t expect 
to. I love the military. I’m against 
militarism.”’ What Rep. Kowalski 
is concerned about, and what he 
wrote Carl Vinson about, is waste 
in the military establishment and 
misuse of soldiers and sailors. 

It is this last that occupied most 
of his time since he came to Con- 
gress three years ago. “I am 
known as the court of last resort,”’ 
he says, his soft voice mixed with 
pride and sorrow. He is proud be- 
cause he knows he has been in- 
strumental in stopping some 
monumental instances of waste in 
the military. He has kept one serv- 
ice, for example, from using en- 
listed men as guards at a private 
country club’s golf tournament. 
He has had enlisted men who had 
been serving as gardeners or bus- 
boys .transferred to jobs as real 
soldiers or sailors. 

Because of his role as defender 
of the GI who wants to serve his 
country and not just some officer, 
he has been forced to steal time 
from other areas of activity he

would like to operate in. 


Kowalski, a West Pointer who 
served in the Army 33 years (in- 
cluding several tours in Georgia; 
one daughter is a “Georgia 
Peach,”’ born at Ft. Benning), is 
a small, balding, soft-spoken man. 
If he were not having to spend 
so much time as the GI Court of 
Last Resort, he would devote 
fuller to such programs 
as medical aid to the aged. 

“I’m a liberal Democrat,”’ he 
says, “and this may sound a 
cliche but I really believe it. I 
really believe that man is the 
the most important concern of 
government.”’ 

Bight now the men who are 
getting perhaps the most benefit 
from this belief are the forlorn 
GIs who are being misused by 
their officers all over the globe. 

Georgia mothers who are seeing 
their boys off to the wars these 
days can take heart that there is 
a good remedy for abuse of their 
sons. They can write, as constitu- 
ents, to Sen. Richard Russell, 
who is chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, and 
to Rep. Carl Vinson, who is chair- 
man of the same House commit- 
tee.

_ Still a Basic Right 


WASHINGTON—In agreeing to review the 
ruling of the Federal Court of Appeals, Second 
Circuit, in the so-called Glidden case, the Su- 


preme Court excluded reconsideration of the basic finding of the 
lower court that has greatly disturbed employers throughout the 


United States. 

The right of ‘‘senior’’ employes 
to keep their jobs, once seniority 
has been established by contract, 
is a vested interest, even if this 
has not been stipulated in the col- 
lective bargaining preceding the 
making of a contract between the 
employer and their union. More- 
over, this vested interest survives 
the legal lapse of an employer- 
employe contract; and also sur- 
vives the removal of a plant, 
where these ‘“‘seniors” have been 
employed, from one geographical 
location to another. 

The case, Zdanok vs. the Glid- 
den Co., which raised these is- 
sues, went to the courts in the 
form of a damage suit filed by 
five employes of a Glidden food- 
processing plant at Elmburst, 
N.Y., that the company closed 
and re-established at Bethlehem, 
Pa. The contention of the plaintiffs 
was that they had acquired

Dr. Fetner Unlocks 


Secrets of Cancer 


- Qutlaw human cells have been imprisoned in a 
living-death condition through intense cold by a Geor- 
gia Tech scientist in the search to prolong human life. 


Dr. Robert H. Fetner of Tech's 
bioengineering and radioisotopes 
laboratory is conducting experi- 
ments on these rogue cells to 
learn how the wild dividing of 
similar cancer cells can be con-

The division of cells is con- 
troled by their chromosomes, rod- 
like information centers .00008 of 
an inch long. Radiation such as 
X-rays can break the rods of 
chromosomes and halt the divid- 
ing of the cells. 


Dr, Fetner is seeking to deter- 
mine at what level chromosomes 
begin to break when exposed to 
certain amounts of radiation. This 
information will be useful in set- 
ting radiation doses in cancer 
treament. 


Previously, the greatest bar to 
the study of the chromosome 
breaking point has been time. Hu- 
man cells have been placed 
aboard rockets and fired above 
the earth’s atmosphere where 
they were bombarded by radia- 
tion streaming from the sun. But 
the amount of exposure was lim- 
ited to the time t:at the cells 
could remain out of the labora- 
tory ‘“‘unfed.”’ 


Dr. Fetner has made his cells | 
independent of time by freezing | 
them. This permits him to sub- 
ject the cells to unlimited but 
carefully measured amounts of 
radiation: 

And with the known accumu- 
lation of radiation—which could 
not be measured aboard a rocket 
or earth satellite, Fetner can de- 
termine at what point chromo- 
somes begin to break. 


Using methods similar to Dr. 
Fetner’s, English scientists have 
put monkeys and rabbits into sus- 
pended animation. The body tem- 
perature of the animals is grad- 
ually dropped until their hearts 
stop beating. But the animals do 
not die. 


Dr. Fetner, 39, is a native of 
Savannah. His work is being done 
for the National Institute of 
Health and the Air Force School 
of Aerospace Medicine.

Best Hope, 
Builders Told 


An Atlanta Civil Defense spokes- 
man told builders and contractors 
Tuesday that the fallout shelter is 


the practical defense against nu- 
clear war. 


“Nuclear war does not mean 
the end of the world,’’ Maj. Her- 
bert O. Connor, operations officer 
for the Atlanta Metropolitan Area 
of Civil Defense, told 500 builders 
and contractors. 


A survey last year ‘based on 
possible nuclear attack on 143 
cities considered prime targets) 
revealed there would be 80 mil- 
lion deaths, Connor said. With pro- 
tection from fallout for the popu- 
lation, the number of death would 
have been 20 million, the survey 
showed. 


Connor said he did not think of 
Atlanta as a prime target, de- 
spite its recent listing by a na- 
tional magazine as the No. 4 tar- 
get city in the United States. 


Huntsville and Birmingham, 
Connor said, are far more im- 
portant targets. With westerly 
winds prevailing over the United 
States, this makes Atlanta’s fall- 
out shelter preparation most ur- 
gent, he said. 


Connor questioned the thinking 
of Atlantans who say they cannot 
afford fallout shelters while they 
are ‘towing fancy boats to nearby 
lakes.”’ 


“‘When I see a man with a boat 
and no fallout shelter, I think, 
‘There goes a man who thinks 
more of his pleasure than of 
his family.’ he said. 

Connor also deplored the idea 
of bringing a gun into a shelter 
to ward off neighbors. The first 
24 hours of heavy fallout are the 
most critical, he said. 


“I would certainly live uncom- 
fortably for theh first 24 hours 
if it would save somebody’s life.’’ 
After 24 hours, Connor said, radio- 
activity would have deteriorated 
so much that many people would 
be safe in their homes.

Several hun- 
dred pickets also massed at one 
gate of the huge Rouge plant in 
Dearborn but dispersed after 
about an hour and a half on or- 
ders of the union leadership. 


13,000 STOPPED 

Mass picketing Monday stopped 
about 13,000 office workers tem- 
porarily from getting to their jobs. 


Only two issues remained to be 
settled in national contract nego- 
tiations and UAW President Wal- 
ter P. Reuther has set a target 
of Thursday for reaching agree- 
ment on them. 


The union’s National Ford Coun- 
cil will meet Thursday to vote on 
the national contract assuming it 
is wrapped up by then.

Dear Dr, Molner: I have a 
‘teen-age daughter who gets 
very nervous about her school 
work, 


Even though she eats a good 
breakfast, she gets worried in 
school and her stomach starts 
growling from her nervousness.’ 
This worries her still more and 
she dreads going each morning 
for fear other students will 
hear her stomach growl. 


Do you have a solution that 
might help ease this tension?— 
D. E. S, 


From the physical standpoint, 
no. From the emotional stand- 
point, yes. 


This isn't a question of what 
makes her stomach growl, but of 
what makes her “very nervous 
about her schoo] .work.”’ 


Is she a good, fair or poor stu- 
dent? If she is a poor student 
and worried about passing, then 
maybe she needs some help. An 
understanding teacher may be 
able to give all of the advice 
and aid that are necessary. 
Teachers are usually more than 
willing to go out of their way to 
help a student who is worried 
about passing, if not very anxious 
to help the sort of student who 
doesn’t care. This girl, obviously 
cares. And worries. 


Or am I on the wrong track”? 
Is she a pretty good student who 
worries because she isn’t an all- 
A student? 


What is she worrying about? 
Those are the important questions. 
It is of secondary importance 
only that her stomach growls. The 
growling is the result of nervous 
tension. Relax the nerves, and the 
growling will take care of itself. 


Eating a good breakfast is fine. 
Maybe getting up 15 minutes ear- 
lier and eating more slowly might 
help. 


In emotional as well as physical 
problems, when you face up to 
the basic facts, the symptoms 
take care of themselves.

Dear Dr. Molner: I am a 
diabetic and use saccharin. 
Could I substitute pure honey, 
it being a natural sweetener?—

honey are high in carbohydrates.

Upswing Is Likely 


The favorite fall guessing game among public health 
officials this year is ‘“What’ll flu do?” 


Dr. Luther L. Terry, surgeon 
general of the U.S. Public Health 
Service, warned officially on Aug. 
30, ‘An upswing in the influenza 
cycle is likely to hit this country 
during the fall and winter.”’ 


Now comes the time for watch- 
ful waiting. 


U.S. DOCTORS ALERT 


Dr. Paul R. Joseph, an epidemi- 
ologist with the Communicable 
Disease Center of the USPHS in 
Atlanta, said Monday, ‘There 
have been no flu outbreaks since 
those in New York and Connecti- 
cutt in mid-winter.” 


Yet Dr. Joseph, along with other 
epidemiologists of the CDC, is 
scanning all publichealth reports 
—even newspapers from across 
the nation—with a watchful eye. 


Slowly but surely, they expect 
see a rising number of flu 
cases. Just as surely, they expect 
to see deaths rise as the flu takes 
its toll of older persons and per- 
sons suffering from chronic debil- 
itating diseases.

Type B flu hasn’t been preval- 
ent since 1955, thereby signaling 
its punch that it’s ready for an- 
other attack on the soon-to-be- 
sniffling public. 


WORLDWIDE PROBLEM 


Dr. Joseph explained why the 
Public Health Service is so in- 
terested in the common garden 
variety of human illness, flu. 
“It’s a worldwide health prob- 
lem,’” he explained. “‘Whenever a 
new strain, to which others 
haven't been exposed, pops up, it 
can sweep throughout the world. 
The Asian flu epidemic of 1957-58 
was an example of this.’ 


Even at best, flu mounts up 
millions of lost man hours as it 
sends one worker after another 
to an uncomfortable sick bed. 


While Dr. Terry and the other 
public health officials are hoping 
the ordinary American won't be 
overly alarmed at the expected 
flu rise in the country, they’re 
still hoping older persons and per- 


The surgeon general’s Advisory 
Committee on Influenza has 
strongly recommended that all 
persons 65 or over take flu shots 
to try to ward off the disease. 
They also recommend shots for 
persons with rheumatic heart 
disease, patients with other types 
of heart disease, persons with 
chronic lung disorders, diabetics, 
and pregnant women on the ad- 
vice of their physicians. 

Asian flu, which struck hun- 
dreds of thousands during the 
1957-58 seige, has run its two-to-

State Panel 
Studies Aid 
lor Draftees 


The question of whether state 
employes should accumulate re- 
tirement benefits during military 
service if they are drafted is 
under study by the House Com- 
mittee on Defense and Veterans’ 
Affairs. 


The committee, headed by Wil- 
liam Steis of Harris County, 
Tuesday heard a report on the 
matter from Edwin L. Swain, 
state personnel director. 


The committee asked Swain to 
make a complete study of the 
situation and bring back recom- 
mendations as to whether he 
feels any legislative amendment 
is necessary in the retirement 
law. 


Swain pointed out that the state 
has between 15,000 and 16,000 
employes, and that if a national 
emergency occurred many of 
these people likely would be sub- 
ject to military service. 

“This would create a_ prob- 
lem,’’ Swain said, ‘“‘and we need 
to know what provisions these 
employes would have beyond re- 
instatement rights,’’ that is, the 
right to return to their jobs after 
being drafted for military duty.

WASHINGTON (#—Retail sales 
in September totalled $18,166,000,- 
000, down fractionally from the 
August volume after allowance 
for seasonal variations in de- 
mand, the Commerce department 
reported Tuesday. 


Statistically the slippage was so 
slight—$45 million—as to be an 
insignificant indicator of consum- 
ers’ spending trends. The sales 
volume stood _ approximately 
where it did in September a year 
ago. 


The report was disappointing, 
however, to government econo- 
mists who had been looking for 
an upturn in consumer outlays. 
Retailers of durable goods showed 
a 1 per cent gain over the month, 
indicating better demand for 
autos, appliances, and home and 
farm equipment. But soft goods— 
food, and beverages, clothing and 
general merchandise — dipped 1 
per cent, 


The report was the depart- 
ment’s so-called “flash’’ survey 
of retail sales, based on a cross- 
section of about 2,000 retail firms.
